sional Action Precip itates Action on 


the Part of the Senate Which Prom 


ises to Be Far-Reaching . 


Washing ton, Dec. 17.—The senate 
dev oted considerable time to a discus 
sion of the p resident’s course in p lac 
ing strictures on cong ress in the mat­ 
ter of the secret serv ice and adop ted 
a searching resolution p rop osed by Mr. 
Aldrich and amended up on the sug 
g estion of Mr. Culberson, p rov iding for 
a thoroug h inv estig ation by the com­ 
mittee on ap p rop riations of the p resi 
dent’s charg es, both in resp ect to the 
acts and the course that should be 
taken by cong ress to resent the im 
p utations believ ed to hav e been cast 
up on that body . Mr. Aldrich in intro­ 
ducing his resolution made no com­ 
ment up on it, but Senators Bailey , Ba 
con, Tillman, Culberson and others de­ 
clared 
that 
the 
p resident’s 
words 
should be resented by the senate as 
hig hly insulting . 
The senate resolution is as follows: 
'‘Resolv ed, That that p ortion of the an­ 
nual messag e of the p resident relating 
to the secret serv ice is hereby re­ 
ferred to the committee on ap p rop ria 
tions, who are instructed to inquire 
whether the leg islation referred to in 
the messag e has imp aired the efficien­ 
cy of the force emp loy ed in the secret 
serv ice; and such committee are fur­ 
ther directed to ascertain what p er­ 
sons other than those included in the 
secret serv ice were p aid from the p ub­ 
lic treasury for the fiscal y ear ended 
June 30, 19 08, for serv ices in connec­ 
tion with the enforcement of the laws 
or for work in the detection or inv es­ 
tig ation of p ossible crimes or crim­ 
inal acts or v iolations of law, including 
all sp ecial attorney s, sp ecial ag ents, 
insp ectors or other emp loy es of any 
dep artment of the g ov ernment, or any 
branch of the p ublic serv ice, and also 
some Information as to ail p ersons 
whose emp loy ment was authorized by 
indefinite or g eneral ap p rop riations; 
the information to contain the names 
of all p ersons so emp loy ed or p aid, 
their p rev ious occup ation, the nature 
of the work in which they were en­ 
g ag ed, by whom they were ap p ointed, 
and up on whose sug g estion and rec­ 
ommendation; the inquiry , howev er, 
not to include officers ap p ointed by the 
p resident and confirmed by the sen 
ate, or of officers sp ecifically p rov ided 
for by law, or laborers ap p ointed as 
such and actually eng ag ed in emp loy ­ 
ment as laborers.” 
Senator Foraker’s resolution calling 
on the secretary of war for Information 
concerning the work of detectiv es in 
i the Brownsv ille affair was also adop t­ 
ed. Senator Lodg e sp oke in sup p ort of 
the W arner bill p ermitting the p resi­ 
dent to re-enlist the discharg ed of the 
Twenty -fifth reg iment, at his discre­ 
tion. 
Ex cep t for a few moments sp ent in 
the transaction of routine business and 
the p assag e of two bridg e bills, the 
house of rep resentativ es dev oted its 
entire time to the further considera­ 
tion of the bill to rev ise the p enal laws 
of the United States. 
Althoug h two meeting s of the sp e­ 
cial committee of the house to recom­ 
mend action on the p resident’s refer­ 
ence to the motiv es of cong ress in lay ­ 
ing a limitation on the use of the se­ 
cret serv ice were held y esterday , the 
committee was unable to reach a 
unanimous ag reement and adjourned 
until today . It is understood that the 
committee is unanimous in the v iow 
that the house should In some way ex ­ 
p ress its disp leasure reg arding the 
p resident’s utterances, but the * ex act 
method to be p ursued is what has 
caused the disag reement. 
The div i­ 
sion is said not to be along p artisan 
lines. 
It Is believ ed that an ag ree­ 
ment will be reached and a rep ort sub­ 
mitted to the house today .
